LONDON, Dec. 30.—Graphic details are now 
being received of the devastation caused by 
the moving bog in County Roscommon, Ire- | 
land. The bog is known as that of 
Cloonshiever, on Lord De Fryne’s estate, 
three miles from Castlerea. It moved three- 
quarters of a mile in a few days, covering 
everything in its way with peat and water 
to a depth of eight or ten feet. 
Pew people can fully realize,” writes a. 
correspondent, what the 
moving bog really means to the unfortunate 
tenants whose lot it is to live on Lord De 
Fryne’s estate. The peasants are surround- 
ed on all sides with miles of bog and water.

He trav- 
eled from Shanghai up the Yangtse river to 
Tataienlu, near the borders of the “ forbid- 
dem land,”” and there he spent three months 
in learning the language and customs of the 
Tibetans.

OME interesting developments have 
occurred in the leather trade for the 
year. There has been an increase in 
3 the price of hides, aa increase of 10 per 
cent during the last few weeks in 
of leather, and as a result an increase 
amounting to 15 or 20 cents a pair on ordi- 
nary shoes. It may be said generally that 
this country has increased its export volume 
of hides while decreasing its imports. — 
The decrease in imports is partly due to 
drought in several grazing sections where 
hides aré produced and to some extent to 
unwillingness to pay the 15 per cent duty 
levied on everything except small hides and 
skins. During the first half of the year there 
seemed to be ample supply of hides for all 
purposes and prices for leather ruled as be- 
fore. Tanners bécame a little discouraged, 
and many ran their places at half capacity. 
When the shortage of hides began to be fsit 
later in the year tanners held off for awhile, 
but finally had to pay the price and resume 
operations, When the shoe, harness, and 
belt manufacturers found prices higher they 
held off for a time, expecting an accumula- 
tion of leather, which would enable them to 
buy as before. In both cases they were de- 
ceived. Towards the close of the year the 
tanners found hides still scarce, manufac- 
turers found leather scarce, and both 
branches of the industry set to work to make 
good the deficiency of the business of earlier 
months, but the year ends with a shortage in 
the general volume of the trade conservative 
ly estimated at 5 per cent. The manufac- 
turers of leather goods got through the 
spring and summer season in good shape, but 
the fall and winter stock of leather is short. 
Leaders in the business say the shortage is 
not a temporary one, but is the result of in- 
population and manufacturers’ ie- 
mand overtaking the supply of’the raw ma- 
terial. There is virtually no surplus of hides 
or skins in the United States at the close of 
the year and leather cutters of all kinds 
have Hght stocks on their shelves. | 
It was during the last six months of the 
year that the advance in prices of hides and 
leather took place and it was a surprise to all 
concerned. When all branches of the leather 
industry discovered there was an actual 
shortage that caused a scaroity of hides and 
that the higher prices of leather were forced 
in a natural way, then began the great effort 
to make up for lost time by accepting the sit- 
uation es it exists.
